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This  sixth  edition  of  the  LC  Classification  Outline  is  expanded  and  revised  to  provide 
an  outline  of  the  topics  in  the  classification  schedules  as  of  September  1990.  The  recently 
developed  schedule  for  Central  Europe,  DAW,  is  included,  as  is  the  1989  revision  of 
southern  Africa  in  DT. 


The  purpose  of  the  outline  is  to  provide  a  key  to  the  Library  of  Congress 
classification  system  somewhere  between  the  mere  captions  of  the  subclasses,  of  which  there 
are  approximately  300,  and  the  detail  of  the  schedules  themselves,  of  which  there  are  48 
published  volumes  comprising  an  estimated  13,000  pages.  This  outline  should  contribute 
to  a  better  understanding  of  the  distribution  not  only  of  the  disciplines  but  of  their  major 
topics  and  subtopics. 

The  Outline  is  intended  for  several  possible  applications.  It  is  a  portable  guide  for 
users  who  wish  to  browse  through  book  stacks.  It  is  a  condensation  which  should  prove 
valuable  for  instructing  students  in  the  arrangement  of  the  system.  It  helps  librarians  to 
purchase  the  proper  schedules  required  for  cataloging  their  own  particular  collections.  It 
furnishes  a  convenient  tool  for  designing  programs  to  search  machine  files  of  bibliographic 
records  by  classification.  It  assists  in  shelving  and  in  detecting  errors  in  call  numbers  by 
indicating  the  range  of  numbers  in  each  subclass. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  cannot  be  used  as  an  abridgement  of  the  system  for  purposes 
of  simplified  classification,  as  the  enumerative  nature  of  LC  classification  does  not  lend  itself 
to  compression. 

This  edition  of  the  Outline  was  prepared  by  Nancy  Jones,  assistant  editor  of 
classification  schedules.
